LITERARY  NOTES. 


— The  remarkable  popularity  of  Mr. 
Longfellow  shows  no  signs  of  waning. 
The  entire  large  paper  edition  (500  sets) 
of  his  works  to  be  published  the  coming 
autumn,  has  been  ordered  far  in  advance 
of  publication. 

— The  extraordinary  honors  and  atten¬ 
tions  Dr.  Holmes  is  now  receiving  in  Eng* 
land,  lend  special  interest  to  his  article 
in  the  July  “  Atlantic  Monthly”  describing 
his  previous  visit  fifty  years  ago. 

— Prof.  Hardy’s  new  novel,  “  The  Mind 
of  Destiny,”  is  already  in  the  sixth  thous¬ 
and. 

— The  vest-pocket  edition  of  “  Don’t* 
has  been  received  with  much  favor,  and 
the  sale  of  this  edition  has  already  run 
the  aggregate  number  circulated  in  this 
country  up  to  80,000.  We  learn  that  a 
translation  of  “  Don’t”  into  Russian  is  on 
the  eve  of  publication  in  St  Petersburg. 

— No  article  in  the  July  number  of  the 
“  Atlantic”  will  attract  more  attention  than 
the  Autocrat’s  engaging  description  of 
his  first  visit  to  Europe,  more  than  fifty 
years  ago.  Dr.  Holmes  has  written  noth¬ 
ing  for  a  long  time  more  charming  in 
quality  or  more  thoroughly  characteristic. 
Philip  Gilbert  Hamerton  gives  the  first 
paper  of  his  series,  “  French  and  English,” 
which  bids  fair  to  be  as  interesting  and 
valuable  as  his  delightful  book  “  Round 
my  House.”  In  these  articles  he  will  in¬ 
dicate  the  differences  in  manners  and 
morals,  modes  of  life  and  of  thought,  be¬ 
tween  the  neighboring  nations.  As  an 
Englishman  who  has  been  for  many  years 
really  domesticated  in  France,  there  is  a 
peculiar  fitness  in  his  doing  this.  George 
^Frederic  Parson’s  vigorous,  clearly  reason¬ 
ed,  and  extremely  sensible  paper  on  “  The 
Labor  Question”  is  a  timely  contribution. 
John  Fiske  has  another  noteworthy  ar 
tide,  relating  to  the  time  of  confusion 
and  almost  bankruptcy  succeeding  the 
Revolutionary  War.  “  The  Princess  Cas- 
amassina,”  perhaps  the  strongest  novel 
Mr.  James  has  ever  written,  grows  absorb¬ 
ingly  interesting.  There  are  installments 
of  Craddock's  “  In  the  Clouds”  and  Bish¬ 
op’s  “The  Golden  Justice,”  and  a  good 
short  story,  “  Sibyl  the  Savage,"  by  Mra. 
Cbampney.  There  are,  of  course,  some 
excellent  literary  articles,  the  most  notice¬ 
able  being  Miss  Preston’s  admirable  pa¬ 
per  on  “  Ouida.”  The  Contributors’  Club 
and  Books  of  the  Month  complete  a  re¬ 
markable  number,  which  fitly  opens  the 
fifty-eighth  volume  of  the  magazine. 

— Studies  in  Modern  Socialism  and 
Labor  Problems”  is  the  title  of  a  forth¬ 
coming  book  by  T.  Edwin  Brown,  D.  D., 
of  Providence.  These  Studies  consisted 
originally  of  a  course  of  Sunday  evening 
lectures  delivered  last  winter  in  Provi¬ 
dence,  but  they  have  been  carefully  revis¬ 
ed,  copious  notes  hAve  been  added,  and 
the  lecture  form  has  been  discarded. 
One  great  value  of  the  studies  is  their 
fullness  of  statement  of  all  the  issues  in¬ 
volved.

—Many  readers  will  recall  a  volume 
published  during  the  war,  entitled 
“  Among  the  Pines,”  appearing  under  the 
pen  name  of  Edmund  Kirke.  The  book 
a  remarkable  success,  and  all 
who  have  re$d  it  will  recall  its  spirited 
anrt  graphic  delineations  of  life  in  the 
South.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  an¬ 
nounce  the  early  publication  of  a  new 
book  from  the  press  of  D.  Appleton  &  Co., 
by  thin  author,  James  R.  Gilmore,  the 
title  of  which  is  “  The  Rear -Guard  of  the 
Revolution.”  It  is  a  narrative  of  the 
pioneers  that  first  crossed  the  Alleghenies 
and  settled  in  what  is  now  Tennessee, 
under  the  leadership  of  two  remarkable 
men,  James  Robertson  and  John  Sevier.
